No  words  could  describe  the  wonderful 
job  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  Lenane  have 
done  in  dispensing  wholesome  meals  to 
hordes  of  hungry  Q.C.  students.

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Our  new  shield  is  divided  into  equal  halves.  The  right  half  (left  side 
of  the  person  who  looks  at  the  shield)  has  a  silver  background  (since 
there  is  no  gray  in  heraldry)  for  the  gray  friars  the  supposedly  original 
color  of  the  Franciscan  habit.  On  this  background  appears  the  coat  of 
arms  of  the  Order,  the  cross,  the  arm  of  Christ  over  the  arm  of  Francis. 
In  the  upper  half  behind  the  cross  is  a  sun  (Latin  sol)  for  Solanus  or 
St.  Francis  Solanus,  the  patron  of  the  College.  Solano  in  Spanish  means 
a  plain  illuminated  by  the  sun.  St.  Francis  was  the  sun  which  shed 
the  light  of  Christianity  on  Argentina  and  Peru. 

The  left  half  of  the  shield  bears  the  coat  of  arms  of  Quincy,  one 
of  the  25  barons  chosen  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  great  charter, 
on  the  bottom  half.  Quincy's  arms  consist  of  a  silver  flower  of  five 
petals,  called  cinqfoil,  on  a  red  background. 

The  upper  half  of  the  left  side  is  colored  blue,  the  color  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin,  the  Seat  of  Wisdom,  source  of  wisdom.  Sustained  by 
the  Blessed  Mother  is  the  book  of  learning  and  scholarship.  In  the 
open  book  are  written  the  words  "T  am  the  herald  of  the  great  King." 
St.  Francis  once  used  these  words  to  describe  himself,  and  the  mission 
of  his  life  and  his  Order.  The  net  result  of  the  education  imparted  by 
Quincy  College  is  to  send  into  the  world  other  heralds  of  the  Great 
King,  Christ.  The  graduate  is  reminded  that  Christ's  mother  will 
ever  help  him  spread  the  glad  tidings  of  the  Great  King,  and  that  she, 
the  Mediatrix  of  all  grace,  will  obtain  for  the  graduate  the  grace  to 
lead  a  life  which  will  proclaim  the  Great  King.
